In answer to the above inquiry, we would say, 
that the prevailing practice of the Orthodox Con- 
gregational Churches is, first, for the candidate to

In some cases, (as in the 
church in old Cambridge, for instance, whose pub- 
lished confession we noticed last week,) the eandi- 
date is furnished with a copy of the confession by 
the Pastor, so as to give him time to examine it 
before he goes before the Committee. In
